This is an indispensable root for the farm and is deserving of more generaleultivation. They succeed best 
on sandy soil: will also do well on strong clay lodms, when perfectly pulverized, well drained and free from 
weeds. Well managed there is no crop pays better, and most farmers would find an acre or so desirable. 
Carrots form a nutritious, succulent food in the winter for horses, cattle, sheep and pigs. Cows fed on car- 
rots, alternately with mangels and ruta bagas, give a notably increased yield of milk. In feeding, theroots 
should be washed, sliced and heavily dusted with Indian meal or bran, together with a proper proportion of 
salt. They do not require cooking. For horses there is no better alterative, and as a diuretic they are ever 
worth attention.

This we consider one of the luxuries of the garden. Noone who has 
once used it will be without it, and as it usually is so expensive in the 
market, the following simple directions are given, by 
which everyone who has a garden can supply them- 
selves with it. 

For first crop sow the seeds early in hotbeds, or in 
boxes in the house, or later in open ground, in rich, 
moist soil, covering the seed very lightly. When the 
plants are about three inches high, transplant to four 
inches apart each way in a rich pulverized bed. 

The tops are shorn off once or twice before planting 
so as to insure “stocky” plants, Which suffer less on 
being transplanted. After the ground has been well 
prepared, lines are struck out on the level surface, 
three feet apart, and the plants set six inches apart in 
rows. Ifthe weather is dry at the time of planting 
great care should be taken that the roots are proper- 
ly ‘‘firmed.”’ 

Keep clear of weeds until about the middle of Au- 
gust, when it will be time to begin earthing up. 
Draw the soil up against the plants with a hoe as 
closely as possible, firming it enough to keep plants 
in an upright position. 

Later in the season the blanching process must be 
finished by digging the soil from between the rows 
and banking it up clear to the tops on each side of the 
row of celery. Considerable labor is saved by grow- 
ing the self-bleaching varieties.
